At least some are posed 
to make it absolutely without question that the tie was oiit ^ and I think that what also 
interests me much right now, the tiny nick is quite visible and I think with the lining 
showing clearly* 

I will want prints. I write you before making any arrangements to see if you are 
interested in prints for your own uses. 

There is an element of mystery in this for me, probably due to the severed decades 
since I got this film. There is no date but oui former postal toute number is that far. 
in the past. Aside from the faot that this senma to mean that the Commission did have a 
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clear picture of the tie and did not use it, when I asked for meaningful pictures to be 

taken Vio me and had to go to court in the effort, by lying about the regulations Archives 

prevailed on giving me prints. But it was required to make the pictures for me and let me 

study them. Bo, this film, certainly exposed for mo ly the Archives, cannot have been in 
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response to that lawsuit in which I represented oyself. 
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If youriretzdeval systems oan provide what I need very much and now cannot find 
it would be quite helpful. I*m writing the story and when you are here I'll tell it you 
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if you are interested. In about 11/63 a reporter from the Jraltimore Sun named ilichard 
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Levine interviewed J.Thomton Boswell. ^ wtote a stoxy quoting Boswell as saying that he 
was careless and errsd in locating the back wound on the back and that if he had known it 
was important he'd have been more careful. Before the Bun went to press the same hokum was 
a major story on the AP wire. I deduce that Boswell told someonea how effectively he had 
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conned Levine and that someone saw the potential of wider use of the same oon. What I want 
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very much and oan't find is both stories. I have a oleccr af reoolleotion of what I did with 

them when the were published. I mouted them inside a file folder to protect them when I 
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travelled and at have them ri^^ when X used them in speaking or on radio or TV.
